Why is unemployment as 
high as it is in Montréal? 

"It's not just Montréal that 
has high unemployment, rather 
high unemployment exists 
throughout the world," accor- 
ding to Pierre Gascon, Mayor 
Drapeau' s top aide. 

He cited three causes of the 
world-wide recession resulting 
in unemployment: high interests " 
rates, a lack of trade and low in- 
vestment between industrial na- 
tions. 
» He added that within a year 
^ or two the unemployment situa- 
tion should improve. 

Micheal Fainstat of the Mon- 
tréal Citizen's. Movement 
(MCM) had similar comments. 
Fainstat said "high interest 
rates, a lack of investment in the 
stock market and a decrease in 



global production" were factors 
in the Montréal area unemploy- 
ment. However, Micheal 
Fainstat seemed optimistic 
about the stock market saying 
"more people are now, for 
some reason, investing more in 
the market and in doing so will 
aid the world-wide economic 
slump". 

Both believe the economy will 
probably pick up within a year 
or two. 

The two disagreed about 
municipal unemployment, 
figures. Fainstat said between 
15 and 16 per cent of working- 
age Montréalers are out of a. 
job. The Civic Party's Gascon 
was unsure of current statistics. 

Both leaders agreed the pre- 
sent situation Could be called a 
"mini-depression". 



Time runs out on tuition fees

Students may be surprised to 
find that they are being charged 
for late payment of tuition fees. 

Time ran out on January 
15th. After that date students 
have 30 days to pay the $10 
'penalty' charge to the cashier's 
office in the Administration 
building. After February 15th 
the extra charge rises to $25. 

According to the Assistant 
Supervisor at the Cashier's Of- 
fice, the penalty was "establish- 
ed by the Board of Governors as 
a deterrent" to those who 
would dare not to pay their fees 
on time. 

If no late charge existed, "It 
would not be fair to students 
who paid on time," said the 
Assistant Supervisor, who wish- 
ed to remain anonymot 



Grace Laing, a Ul Arts stu- 
dent, disagreed with the penalty 
policy. Having no success in 
clearing her U.S. check through 
the Canadian bank 
bureaucracy, Laing finally con- 
vinced a milkman in a Montréal 
office building to cash it. Then 
she discovered she had already 
missed the fee payment 
deadline. 

"It seems to me that if you've 
given it your best shot, it's just 
not fair to be charged. If you're 
stupid and forget to pay on 
time, well, that's one thing, but 
I don't think it's right in my 
case," she said. 

Pam Klein, a U2 Science stu- 
dent; said, "I do think it's fair. 
They ' give enough time, and 
well, I guess they do have to get 
their books straight." 



The Cashier's Office source 
believes flexibility is incor- 
porated in the system. "We give 
a three to four day grace period 
after the J.anuary 15th 
deadline," she said. 

Students waiting for a bur- 
sary or loan can pay late, as

Middlemen mark up your books

McGill's Bookstore is not really 
fleecing its students. 

In fact, high prices are the 
publishers' fault, said George 
Franks, manager of the 
bookstore. 

"Many of the books pro- 
fessors order come from the 
United States," commented 
Franks, "and these are marked 
up 25 per cent because of the ex- 
change rate." 

Certain books such as those 
published by McGraw Hill 
often originate from the U.S. 
but they are purchased from the 
subsidiary company in Toronto. 

According to Franks, 
"Toronto publishers, being the 
middle men, mark up books an 
.additional 10 per cent." 



Franks buys the books, at 
retail price and then marks them 
up about 20 per cent. The 20 
percent he saves buying books 
at. retail price pays for salaries, 
rent, heat, freight rates and 
other costs of running a 
business. 

Franks maintains "supplies 
make up our losses and the pro- 
fit comes from combined opera- 
tions. ? ' / 

He credited the 17,000 
dollar profit made last year 
largely to the sale of school sup- 
plies and assorted McGill 
memorabilia. 

Franks said many professors 
choose books without any 
thought given to the cost. 

"It's at the. point now," he

Part of the city's conditions 
included insurance and the pro- 
vision of haystacks at the bot- 
tom of McTavish street.

expenses include $755 to the city 
for the cost of clearing the snow 
away.

The Students' Society 
in its constitution represents the interests of the approximate- 
ly 20,000 students at McGill. The recent tradition of atten- 
dance at open meetings is between 7 and 19- people (including 
reporters).

Our Students* Society assumes you're stupid. They think the students they 
claim to represent don't care who comes to speak here or what they are arguing 
for. 

They are counting on the passivity and apathy of the student population to 
sneak a particularly bizarre representative of the South African regime onto cam- 
pus this week. Everyone knows that the apartheid government has been con- 
demned by humanitarians around the world. It is the United Nations year of 
sanctions against South Africa. You won't find many people around campus (or, 
indeed, anywhere) who support that government. 

But the apologists for that regime cite the "financial necessity" for "slow and 
gradual change" as the reason divestment is taking such a long time. When it is 
stated that the liberation movement in South Africa has answered the Western 
question "what can we do?" with the answer "divest now", apologists explain 
that the black majority in South Africa "doesn't understand what's good for 
them." This insult is foUowed by forged statistics and lies that are meant to con- 
vince us that the lot of blacks in South Africa is getting better. Every day, the few 
facts that emerge from travellers and refugees prove that things are getting worse, 
not better. 

We are at a point in history when the majority of the world understands that 
the longer the delay, the worse the consequences will be. 

At this point, the Students' Society and the Program Board bring in John Chet- 
tle, a representative of the South Africa Foundation, a group which describes 
r?, C, î ^ uT d 0 CratC " ^ "^al'VYet this group puts out a newsletter that is 
filled wuh de Beers and Anglo-American Corporation ads - the very companies 
that stand to lose most if the political situation changes in their country. Their 
idea of progress istnot well thought of by anyone except themselves and their 
Western collaborators in racism. , 

It is particularly insulting to the foreign students at McGill, many of whom fled 
this kind of malignant racism for the comparative sanity of Canada — or so thev 
thought. - 

Can a speaker defending Adolf Hitler be far behind? Perhaps the appropriate 
location is Hillel? This seems to be the kind of logic followed by the Students' 
Society in their choice of speakers. Unbiased coverage? Presenting both sides of 
the story is their priority, or so they claim; Since when are there two sides to 
Auschwitz? When was an anti-apartheid speaker given this kind of publicity? 

It's hard to remember when this kind of advertising and attention were given to 
the strong pro-divestment movement at McGill. In fact, it's hard to remember the 
last speaker on divestment. 

One of the most extraordinary aspects of the whole'thing is how little the 
Students* Society executives knew about the speaker they invited. Several people 
have tried to pin down Messrs. Williams, Hicks, Trister et al about the 
background or ideas of John Chettlc. The attempts were met with silence. 

One must ask about the competence of people who randomly suggest speakers 
come to McGill. Perhaps we could take advantage of this ignorance to invite 
some of our friends up to visit (Hey, Bruce, I have this friend who's a really im- 
portant industrialist who'd love a free weekend in Montreal)

understand all the killing and violence in South Africa if you were a bit older and 
wiser.

The Catholic and the Communist are 
familiar figures on lower campus.

Her voice is reassuring and plea- 
sant. The younger woman's voice, by 
contrast, is laced with jarring phrases, 
and has the urgency and punch of the 
polemicist. The younger woman's voice 
and message are a call to action, to 
struggle, to interference with the likes of 
imperialist army recruiters on campus. 
The Catholics enunciation is an invita- 
tion to accept peace of mind. The Com- 
munist wants to change the world while 
the Catholic (recent statements by 
Bishops aside) would have us endure it. 
.1 thought it revealing that students' 
walked between these women ' to the 
library door. I thought it revealing of 
our attitudes to public affairs. Most of 
us would probably agree with the Com- 
munist that meaningful freedom and 
justice can only be enjoyed in a classless 
soc^ty, but few of us arc eager to see 
our own class destroyed. We have a 
stake in the status quo. We further ig- 
nore the Communist because we feel in- 



capable of changing society radically. 
Our sense of impotence falls short of the 
Catholic's inertness, however, in that we 
picket and inveigh agains those forces 
we feel we can stop. Our halting par- 
ticipation in public affairs is like our 
strolling between the women, because on 
every public issue we choose inaction or 
interference. 

..The ladies around the Redpath share 
one thing, however. As Orwell has writ- 
ten, "The Catholic and the Communist 
are alike in assuming an opponent can- 
not be both honest and intelligent. Each 
of them tacitly claims that 'the truth' has 
already been revealed, and that the 
heretic, if he is not simply a fool, is 
secretly aware of 'the truth' and resists 
out of selfish motives." 

Students who ignore the handourts 
available through these .women must 
trully seem selfish, or vainly deluded, to 
the women themselves. But who knows? 
As record unemployment persists, the 
strikes, and governments seem ever less 
intelligent and honest themselves, these 
lonely crusaders of the walkway may 
win a few new disciples. PfltShannon .

Pro-football bosses connect with crime

Is there a connection between gambl- 
ing in pro football and organized crime? 
You could make book on it. 

Pro football is owned and operated 
for the most part by characters that are 
described as connected. Franchise 
owners from Jersey to California have 
been linked to the syndicate. The owners 
themselves have often led an existence 
outside the law. 

Public opinion is that owning a foot- 
ball franchise is strictly a white collar 
proposition. The possibility of any in- 
terplay between sports executives and 
members of the criminal element is not 
given credibility. 

Bookies are thought of as existing 
within the pages of books and in the 
minds of movie makers .They talk out of 
the side of their mouths between bites on 
a cigar and are occasionally found in 
Italian restaurants. Wrong. Bookies 
abound in our society and are found in 
every walk of life. They have friends like 
us — and occasionally those friends hap- 
pen to own pro football franchises. 
' Caroll Rosenbloom was one owner 
who was perhaps the most celebrated of 
the outlaw breed in control of an N.F.L. 
team. Arthur Modell of the Cleveland 
Browns was another owner who was 
called before the grand jury to answer 
charges of unlawful practices. 

The Rosenbloom saga is a legacy of 
outlaw existence." The way he. lived in 
fact raised questions about the way he 
died. Official reports chronicle the in- 
formation that he drowned off the 
Florida coast. The file has not been clos- 
ed permanently for those close to him, 
notably son Steve: "He was 
murdered,"he states flatly.

, The late Rosenbloom was one of 
America's biggest bookmakers before 
taking over ownership of the Baltimore 
Colts and then, later, the Rams in Los 
Angeles. Rosenbloom may have changes 
offices and even phone numbers in his 
new position but the blue collar remain- 
ed snugly around his neck as he conm- 
tinued to wager, heavily on N.F.L. 
games. 

Using the inside track and employing 
the advantages of the "Racer's edge", 
Rosenbloom gambled as much as a 
million dollars on a single weekend and 



an equal amount on a single game in- 
volving his Colts. Employing a "Beard" 
to drive in and out of. Vegas 
Rosenbloom once won nine straight 
gmes involving the Colts. He usually 
wagered against his team after instruc- 
tions were laid down to leave several key 
starters at home. 

He travelled to San Francisco with the 
confident knowledge that his half 
million "gamble" was considered a 
smart choice. Most of Rosenbloom's 
bets were considered to come from 
'good opinion". Manipulative powers zy 



bestowed upon him as an owner allowed 
for his uncanny success. 

Rosenbloom was called before the 
grand jury on allegations of illegal bet- 
ting. Four witnesses were called to 
testify. Shortly before the hearing, their 
testimony was repudiated. A fourth 
witness refused to hold back. He was 
found murdered. 

Another one time runner for 
Rosenbloom was silenced Mafia style. 
Victor Weese had hinted of revealing the 
Modus Operandi of Rosenbloom' he was 
shot in the head. Rough circle of friends 
these owners moved around in. 

Cleveland owner Arthur Modell was 
also called before the grand jury to 
answer charges of illegal operations. His 
case was dropped after the file was lost 
from the Cleveland police chiefs desk. 
As of this writing, Modell is being in- 
vestigated by the Cleveland newspapers 
for alleged game tamperings and illegal 
betting. Modell was known for years as 
a high roller associating with several of 
the syndicate biggies. Modell was in 
partnership with names linked to 
Murder Incorporated in Chicago 
through his ownership of a casino in 
Bahamas. 

Along with Meyer Lansky, Joe 
Adonis, Frank Costello and Longy 
Zwillman, Modell headed , a large 
restaurant business. Modell was linked 
with Mickey McBride, the king of the il- 
legal wire service operations that linked 
every big time hood in the. country. It 
was this wire service that enable the il- 
legal bookmakers to remain in busines 
through their intracate lay off service.

"We . have 
regulations for cigarettes, yet 
there is no protection for 
women," she said. 

While supporters of First 
Choice claim that regulation of 
pornography is an attack on in- 
dividual freedoms, "the sexual 
exploitation of women is just 
big money. They're protecting 
the freedom of corporations," 
Altrows noted. 

But what of the well-being of 
the collectivity? "We women 
are all the victims of this 
heinous propoganda," re 
recent communiqué from 
Women's Coalition against 
Pornography. 

According to collective 
member Denise Côté of Le 
mouvement contre le viol, 
" Pornography is a way of using 
women as objects in the same 
way as rape. Its opens the door 
for rape.
